The Train That Was Wrecked. 


The train 
consisted 
of a 
double­ 
header, with one mortorm an, drawing 
five coaches. 
The first was a smoker, 
the second is described 
as a power 
car, though ii is commonly designated 
as a combination 
baggage and sm ok­ 
er, and the th re e following were or- 
J in ary passenger coaches. 
The coroner said to the Associated 
Press: 
“ It appears to me th a t a spreading 
of the rails 
caused the 
disaster. 
I 
think that one of the 
m otors hit a 
section of the track with force enough 
to cause it to jum p off. 
T h e smoker 
followed and swung the cars following 
completely off the track, b reakin g the 
coupling. 
W hen the rear cars broke 
loose they ra n wild for a distance and 
finally turned over.” 
The sm oker showed but little dnrn- 
pge, but the other cars gave evidence 
of the drag along the roadbed. 
The 
combination car- called by the coro­ 
ner the power c a r—was scorched in 
the center and on one end, probably 
having caught fire from th e lighting 
gas after tho wreck. 
T h e o th er two 
cars were 
badly sm ashed 
on their 
right 
sides. 
W indows 
wrere 
gone, 
seats torn up and curtains ripped in 
pieces. 
Great, dirty streak s m arked 
where they had skidded 
along the 
'hlrd roll and then upon the ground, 
md the steps on the right side were 
'.orn away. 
W hen the wreck occurred, the three 
rear coaches, 
completely filled 
with 
passengers, 
were 
thrown on 
their 
right side Just above a sharp curve at 
Woodlawn road 
bridge. 
The shock 


was terrific. 
T r o p ic were h u rle d vio­ 
lently from th e ir seats and th e m o st of 
those who w e r e 
killed were pitched 
through t h e windows as th e c a rs slid 
©n their sides. 
The 
third rail held 
for a time, but finally 
b roke with a 
flash and a r o a r seen and heard for a 
great distance. 
Between t h e wreck 
of the 
“current.” rail and th e 
m ain 
track the bodies were wedged. 
T hey j 
were hold th e r e as the c a rs passed I 
along and in this way were terribly 
mangled. 
T he relic h u n te r was much In evi 
deuce during the day and this prob­ 
ably gave rise to the stories of ghoul­ 
ish work. 
T he 
police guarded 
the wrecked 
cars all day, but with daylight a large 
c u m b e r of persons managed to work 
<»heir way to the coaches and cut out 
pieces of cushions, curtains and car- 
poling, even taking bits of glass from 
the broken windows. 
Assistant District Attorney N a th a n 
A. Smythe, with two other assistants, 
continued his Inquiries intr) Hie wreck 
with a view to determining w h e th e r 
the circ u m sta n c es warranted criminal 
prosecution.

Binge, that they had found consider­ 
able quantities of bichloride of m e r ­ 
cury present, that an information was 
drawn up by Assistant District Attor­ 
ney Corrigan 
on which

in the first

was issued. 
In the cham pagne, some of which it 
la charged had been adm inistered to 
Mrs Binge by Mrs.

Guy and P e te r Austin, chemist for tho

cif trade, declared 
th ey also 
found considerable b id o rid e 
of m e r­ 
cury. 
Elizabeth Devine, a trained nurse, 
employed by Mrs. Binge, went to the 
district a tto r n e y ’s office on Feb. 5 and

immediate 
investigation. 
Mrs. Binge died the following day and 
subsequently her daughter was placed 
under $5,POO bonds to insure h e r a p ­ 
pearance as a witness at th e inquest.

Alderman 
Moore, 
of 
Duluth, 


Spoke on “ Christian Citizen* 


ship” to Good Crowd 


Tho first meeting in the Y. M. C. A. 
for several months took place Sunday 
afternoon, Alderman Watson S. Moore, 
of Duluth, being tho speaker. 
There 
was a fair attendance but the crowd was 
slow to gather owing to a chango in tho 
hour of meeting from 4 o’clock to 3 
o’clock. 
The time in waiting was taken 
up in a song service after which W. E. 
Holmes, the new secretray of the Y. M. 
C. A., read selections, from the scrip­ 
tures 
and Rev. 
E . A. A llin led the 


prayer. 
Rev. Chas. Fox 
Davis sang a solo, 
“ Ju s t for Today,” which was beautifully 
rendered and much enjoyed by all. 
Mr. Holmes made a few* remarks con­ 
cerning the work of tho association, 
saying that he did not come to run the 
association but to help the members 
run it, an association which was no 
larger than its secretary could never 
succeed. 
It need not bo longer 
than 
the present secretary, but ought to be 
broader. He then introduced Alderman 
Moore, of Duluth, who spoke on “ Chris 
tian Citizenship.” 
Mr. Moore is a forci­ 
ble, pleasing and convincing speaker 
who enlivens his remarks and drives 
home his arguments with terse epigrams 
and bright sallies of wit and humor. He 
urged fairness in our reform movements 
and said that while we should condemn 
the evil in all men and especially in 
high places we should rot I 
I lo give 
men due credit for the g> od they did. 
It was the evil we were after, not the 
men. 
The work of reforming should go 
forward without hatred in the heart for 
any man. 
Mr. Moore is an optimist and 
does not believe the present wave of re 
form and the present demand for not 
only honesty but honor in public ser­ 
vants is an indication of increasing cor­ 
ruption, but rather of an enlightened 
and oven increasing public conscience. 
He paid a high tribute to President 
Roosevelt who he said could speak four 
languages and write them well and 
could enforce the law in all four of them. 
H e also paid a tribute to Gov. Johnson, 
but*said that he was a poilitean and no 
politician should be trusted farther than 
he could be watched. 
Ile also paid a 
high tribute to Cyrus Northrup, whom 
he stated he believed to bo tho greatest 
man in Minnesota today. 
H e spoke earnestly 
in advocating 
the enforcement of the laws as to Sun 
day closing and said that the saloons 
wero always on tho side of lawlessness 
and disorder, while the churches were 
always on the side of order and law. 
When the church ceased to stand for 
law 
and order she ceased to be the 
church of the living God. 
The morals 
of a community, he declared seldom rose 
above the level of the lives and work of 
her ministers. 
H e advocated a high standard of liv ­ 
ing, which could not be realized without 
raising the morals of a community. 
A t the close of h it address, which was 
heartily applauded, Attorney Larson 
took the floor to talk finances and urged 
that the audience contribute $100 to tho 
work of repairs, which has already ox 
ceeded the $2,000 raised by about $300. 
Rev. A. P. Garrett also addressed the 
meeting regarding the Sunday closing 
movement and asked all present who 
had 
not already signed the petition 
therefore to do so at once. 


Mails Will be Weighed Every Day for 


Ninety Days on all Railroads Be­ 


ginning Tomorrow 


Supt. W . ll. Strachan, of the Min 
neeota Sc International railroad is in re 
ceipt of a circular from the post office 
department stating that all mails car 
ried on this road will bo weighed every 
day for ninety days in order to deter­ 
mine the compensation to bo paid for 
carrying the mails. 
Heretofore the pe­ 
riod over which weighing has continued 
has been but thirty days but for some 
reason 
unknown to Mr. Strachan, the 
time is extended this year. 
The amount 
of mail taken on at each town on the 
system will bo weighed and recorded, as 
well as the amount delivered to tho 
town. 
This will also give the depart­ 
ment an idea as to the amount of second, 
third and fourth class mail handled in 
each town.
